Second Session of the Pro- 
vinoial Lei^latiare. ' 

To-daj tho second' session of the llrst 
Provincial Legislaturo of British 661 nin- 
bia will bo oponcil. To-(l;\y Tliii riXcd- 
lonoy tho Lioiitoimnt-Govin-iioi will, in tli.' 
accustoinoil foi-m of a "Hiieoch from tlie 
Throne," euimcijito, -with moro or lesH 
pornpiouity, tho policy (?) of tho luliuiu- 
istration. rrogiiostiotitioii, of doubtful 
utility uudor luoat circuiustiincos, vonhl 
Hooincntircly unjustifiabhi socloso upon tho 
Yergo of actual dovolopiiiout. A fuw honvb 

■ will place the policy of the Govornnipnt 
befOrd the public. Consoquoiitly, any at- 
iamijt on our part to foreshadow tho ua- 

.;ture. of that policy would find but little 
favor in the'ojes of a people impatiently 
roiing their necks to soo tho suhstanoc 
"Will tho State (looument to hn roiul ^to- 
day to tho "Gentlomon of the LoKisliitive 
Assembly" be couched in tho vague 
language of diplomatic roticonco, so that 
the Disposition may discover nothing suf- 
ficiently tangible upon which to Imni? a 
Yoto of want of confidouco V Or will it aim 
at "taking tho wind out of tho ()pi)osition 
sails" by ajjproiiriating their measurca- - 
"stealing their thunder" V A few hours 
will Hupply tho auRwor. But there really 
is no need to wait these hours in oi-der to 
say that, whichever or whatever form tho 
policy of the present Ministry may take, 
tho practical results will be much tho 
same. Their doom is sealed, and it ran 
not be averted by any mere word-policy 
— it cannot be changed by any amount of 
fair piromises. The first announcement 
of the new Ministry fairly dumfonndod 
public opinion. It soemcd little short of 
outrage that tho task of organizing and 
administering under tho new constitution 
should have been entrusted to men either 
wholly unknown in the political arena, 
or, if known, known only as extreme, ^b- 
s'lrnctionists, implacable haters of tlioso 
free institutions they wore so strongly 
called upon to work out. Wo must eu- 
dorao the sentiments expressed on this 
point by our local contemporary in its 
•xcellent article of yesterday, where it 
says: — 

' fin calling to bis counsels a body of 
men who had uniformly lioon opposed to 
the principles and ijraciico of responsible 
government, wo conceived Governor 
Trntch had made a mistake — had been 
guiltv of one of those ollicial bhmder.s 
which admitted of no justification. It was 
a deliberate insult offered to tho Liberal 
party, which could be neither overlooked 
norpalliated. 'It was a surrender of the 
country's political interests intotlio hands 
of tho country's jiolitical enemii-.s, auil 
•but one result could be looked for, and 
that was tho utter failure of those princi- 
• pies for which the Liberal party had for 
years contended were what werelicst suit- 
ed to ensure tho development of tlio conn- 
try's resources and tho h.ippincsH ami con- 
tentment of tho j)eoplo." 

But j)ublic opinion is magnanimous; 
and it might have been taught to forgot 
tho personnel of th« Government in a 
liberal policy and an energetic and econo- 
mical administration. As well, however, 
]uiglit it bo ex]3ected to gather a i.-i\>[> u! 
tigs from thistles, as to expect such re- 
sults from sucli men. Instead of outliv- 
ing the disappointment and diiitni.st con- 
sec^uent upon their lulvent to power, their 
subsequent .conduct has unfortunately 
only tended to increase the one and con- 
ilrm tho other; and tho true friends and 
earnest advocates of I{er,pon.sil)le (loverii- 
jnent have had to enduro tlie liuiiiiliation 
of seeding tho ".e jiriceless institutions for 
which they liad struggled lonfj, weary 
yeans strangled and caricatured In' their 
enemies. The pitiful spectacle presento<l 
in the House last session only formed a 
fitting prelude to tho osti-avagant iinbi ci- 
lity o.Khibited during the recess. The 
lirst session they claimed suppnrc im tlie 
ground of purity of motives. Tlio second 
. they will very likely claim snjiport on tiio 
ground of profusion of promises. The 
public will prefer to judge them by thr i , 
acts. They have now a political record; 
ami it is by tliat, anil that alone, thi\v 
must now stand or fall. Thi>y never had 
any claim t(j tin: ])o.-,ilions tliey occupy. 
They have proved their unfitness to oecii- 
py jiositions into which they wore so 
strangely pitchforked in tho fn-sL iniU.aiu'cv 
It is not for us to forshailow liieh.m; list 
of indictments upon whicli the ^linistrv 
arc about to bi! arraigned and coudeiiinod". 
Even if it wore politic; to do so, their sins 
of omission and commission are, to u.so a 
trade phrase, "too numerous to mention." 
British Columbia Hought for Confedera- 
tion; and slio imiied, umler the lu'w con- 
stitution, to get a liberal and ener;;elie 
Government, — ono capable of ori(,'iiia( i ti t; 
and vigorously^ carrying oni a lar',ri! 
and liberal policy, such aa would infuse 
^ now life and bring fresh population and 
capital into the country. Instead of tliat 
she got a Ministry mean enough to steal 
the jiolicy of tho Gjiposition, and W(;ak 
enough to be utterly ineivpable of cai-i-v- 
ing it out. Under these cireumstaii- 
ei>s, there apjjoars to be but ono cou}'se 
open to tho pocjplo's roproRontativcH; ami 
that is to replace the present we.ik .-.nd 
incompetent Ministry with a rtren;; and 
vigorous one. The xu-osent eannol fairly 
!)■' regarded as being, in the fell sen.^e, a 
Pe.jple's Govei-nment. Tho .Ministers are 
tho appointees of an appointed Govei-nur. 
Tlioy aro not tho legotimato ofl'spring of 
tho new constitution. They are tho result 
of accident, — i^eradvinitun! the oir'-iiriiur 
of personal iirojudice! They inere'iy lioM 
ollice until, tho machinery [jrovided by 
the new constitution shall have bemi fair- 
ly brought into play to vepla-'u iiiu.ii by 
the peoi)le's choice. That thisniaidiiiiory 
W(^8 not soouor brought into play is wholly 
owing to extraneous influences. It will 
be admitted on all hands that the jirivi-'u; 
Ministry would mn-er liav(> beiMi pei-mittr d 
to HUi'vive tho fii-st session liad it riot lu'en 
that the ilouse was adroitly convened at 
HO late a jieriod (hat ])ati-io(isiii left thein 
in (jii sulVeranco. The reasons which 
woulil liiive justified the House in turning 
tluim out at tho first session, had there 
boon time, still exist. I^i-esh and even 
movo coKcnt r(,'asons liavi- l^ei'U sup])lied 
during tho recess; and, inasmuch ns thm e 
will be plenty of time to ott'eot the cluinge 
this session without detriment to the pub- 
jio interest, the, muU gah' flbavcoly bo 
dottbtM.'^' ...

The Great Bartkquake 

The shock of earthquake of Saturday 
night appears to have been more sovero- 
ly felt on the Mainland than on the Island. 

At Olympia and Seattle tlie slioolc was 
■very severe and was acenmpaiiied by a 
slight tidal wave. At Oliulon, as will ba 
seiJU from our telegrams, llie ground was 
cracked and ths'shock was felt at all tho 
. towns ou tho Frnsor. I'roni Cariboo we 
have no report. In this eity we liear of 
the front wall of .1 briek buihling on Kao 
street being crarked from eeUar to garret. 
Plastered ceilings wore badly cracked^ in 
some houses. Everywhere tho livcliost 
alarm was created' by the shock which was 
preceded by a low,' .rumbling noise. Since 
1864, Victoria has-not experienced so se- 
vere a diook as that of Saturday.
